 Subsection (d) of section 18C of chapter 55 of the General Laws, as appearing in the 2004 Official Edition, 1 

is hereby amended by adding the following sentence:- 2 

 The director shall the public with electronic access to all campaign finance data and financial statements 3 

submitted to the agency from candidates for mayor, city council, alderman, school committee and selectman in any 4 

city or town with a population of 50,000 or more. 5
